AROUND THE SACRED OAK OF THOR near Fritzlar in 724 | 
A.D. stood a Christian missionary and a multitude | 
of pagans, he with a raised axe, they breathless | 
with horror expecting the vengeance of the gods to 

fall, This act of courage broke the hold of pagan } 
gods over the people of Germany and was the start ff 
of the successful missionary work of Boniface, the } 
"Apostle of Germany". 


Boniface, or Winfrid as he was called in his native 
England, was born in 680 at Crediton in Devon and 
was trained at Nurseling inHampshire where he won / 
a name as a preacher and expositor of Scripture. /? 
His first attempts as a missionary failed and he 
returned to England, After a visit to Rome where 
he received the fullest support, he made a second fp 
attempt and from the moment of felling with his pf 
own hand the Oak of Thor was successful. All Eng- |p 
land was roused to support its apostle with prayer 
and gifts as well as missionaries as he advanced 
from Friesland to Hesse, Bavaria, Thuringia, and | 
finally to the dominions of the Franks. In 747, he |p 
was consecrated Archbishop of Mainz. 


Boniface was an ardent believer in the authority |" 
of Rome, which he believed to be the best means of © 
spreading the Gospel among the heathen and of re- } 
viving Christianity in countries where it had been 
established. Many of the territories where he la- 
boured had already been Christianized by British 
missionaries who repudiated Roman domination. These 
he overthrew with no less energy than that which k 
he used to uproot paganism. By the time of his © 
death all German Christianity was under Rome. 

In 755, Boniface, now an old man of seventy-five, 
resigned as archbishop to set out againasmission— | 
ary to Frisia, the field of his first labours. On {tt 
Whitsunday 755, Boniface pitched his tent near 
Dokkum to bestow confirmation but instead of con— pp 
verts a wild band of pagans appeared, They massac- 
red Boniface and his whole company — fifty—two in 
number. He was buried in his own abbey at Fulda.

t in New Guinea, "wages" were twenty "bob" a 
nth — plus a monthly issue of eight tins of meat, 
ne of lard, a cup of salt, a bar of soap, four 
voxes of matches. And a clothing issue: a loin 
loth every three months, a pair of shorts every 
ix months, and blankets whenever the old wear out. 


retting construction going with some of the most 
rimitive people in theworld wasn't easy. Before 
‘ur mission came to New Guinea, the natives hadn't 
‘een the simplest tools — certainly not a machine, 
sot even a wheel. Showing the fuzzy-wuzzy how to 
yuild modern buildings with modern tools was a big 
order for the youthful mission builders. But, in 
sheir two-year tour of service, using native help, 
shey put up their hospital and a hydro-electric 
»lant, a laundry and a small housing development too. 


3ut the biggest construction job — and the best — 
as helping these superstitious, primitive people 
-o fashion a new life in Christ. Some of the young 
engineers taught classes. They alltaught by living 
sheir faith. After nine years - our first two mis— 
jonaries ventured into New Guinea's highlands in 
1948 - even some of the unbaptized natives have a 
fairly concrete concept of God, Jesus, and the 
oly Spirit. They do see the difference between 
piritual light and darkness. It's a long way to 
some — from bigamy, pig worship and head—hunting 
o faith in the living Triune God. <

ALFRED FLEMMING 


London—born chartered electrical engineer ALFRED 
FLEMMING is Treasurer of the Evangelical Iutheran 
Church of England. 


Born June 17, 1914 at Fulham, Mr. Flemming attended 
elementary schools in London and from 1928-31 was_ 
a pupil at Faraday School in Winnipeg, Canada where 
his family had moved. 


Back in England, he studied electrical engineering 
at Borough Polytechnic and Regent Polytechnic and, © 
after six years, earned the Higher National Cert— } 
ificate. Except for five years during the War when 
he was employed by Metropolitan Vickers, he has, © 
since 1937, been with the Swiss fim, Brown—Boveri, 
makers of heavy industrial electrical equipment. 


An active member of Luther—Tyndale since 1950, Mr. — 
Flerming was elected ELCE Councillor in 1956. In > 
October, 1957 he was appointed by the Council as — 
Treasurer in place of Mr.Victor Graf. At the 1958 | 
Synod this interim appointment was confirmed when — 
he was elected ELCE Treasurer for the tem 1958-6L 


Alfred Flemming and his wife, Louise, have two 
chiidren: Linda, aged nine and Robert aged four. 
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"That's my church." I suppose we 
have all said that atsome time. 
But what do we really mean by 
it? What is the church? 


Do we mean a particular kind of 
building? That is one way we use the word, but 
supposing a bomb blew the bricks away, would we 
then be churchless? No, for in that event we would 
gather in another place, perhaps a hall ora home, 
And pointing to the hall, we would say: "That is 
where we have church." Of course, there are people 
who will not worship in a building unless the bricks 
are put together to look like a church. Buta great 
many of our people in Britain still worship in 
halls and yet they say -— and have every right to 
say — "That's my church". 


What is the church? Is it the people? Can we be 
sure that wherever people come together for relig- 
ious activity there is the church? Or is it the 
piety of worshippers that is the sure sign of the 
church? We need look no further than at our own 
selves to answer this question. 


And so when we say "That's my church" or "That's 
where we have church" we are not thinking only of 
the people or of the building but rather of what 
goes on among the people in the building. And here 
the Bible gives us the answer: Where God speaks to 
man through His Word and Sacraments, there, we can 
be sure, are believing people, and there is the 
church. That is solid ground. That does not let us 
down for here we are not looking to men but to God, 


Where the Scriptures and the Sacraments are in use, 
there God is in action. Through these: guaranteed 
means of grace God is bestowing His forgiveness upon 
sinners, Here is the church. Here I belong.
